CINCINNATI MUSICAL FESTIVAL. 


First Appearance of Edward Lloyd and 
Madame Valda. 

Cinotrnatt, O., May 23.—[Special. The 
attraction of the May musical festival 
tonight was the oratorio St. Paul,” with 
Edward Lloyd, Mad- 
ame Valda, Miss 
Cranch, and Mr. Whit- 
ney as the soloists. 
Mendelssohn's great 
work has never been 
producéd but once 
here in its entirety, 
and that was in 1873, 
by the North American 
Sängerbund. The au- 
dience tonight com- 
pletely filled the im- 
mense hall, and there 
was a remarkable dis- 
play of brilliant toilets. 

silo: e e The music of the ora- 
torio has a peculiarly soulful character 
which reflects the deep religious nature of 
the composer. The melody is not so intri- 
cately interwoven with the harmony as to 
lose interest for the untutored ear.’ 
The vastness, richness, and grandeur ‘of 
the. work were thoroughly appreciated. Per- 
haps the attention of the audience was more 
particularly directed to the début of Edward 
Lloyd. the emiment English tenor. He fully 
sustained his reputation as asinger of mar- 
velous effectiveness. His conspicuous qual- 
ity is. the spirit and feeling which character- 
ized his rendition. Mr. Lloyd is a perfect 
oratorio singer. He pays close attention to 
the detail of sentiment of the text, but never 
exceeds its legitimate bounds, and does 
nothing for the sake of effect. There was a 
slight huskiness of voice, which might be at- 
tributed to overanxiety or nervousness. He 
only had one great aria, which came just before 
the close of the second part. It is an exquisit 
melody, “Be Not Afraid,” and Mr. Lioyd 
sang it with a delicacy of sentiment and 
pathos which caused a scene of wildest en- 
thusiasm. The assemblage made the hall 
ring with their bravos and plaudits. It was 
such a triumph as is rarely witnessed at festi- 
vals here. The recipient of so much honor 
bowed nis thanks repeatedly, but Theodore 
Thomas with his usual lack of amiability re- 
fused a ition ot the song which had pro- 
duced such a tumuit of delight. Mr. Lloyd's 
voice combines those rare qualities, dramatic 
force and sweetness. |

SHERIDAN WAS NEAR THE GRAVE. 


Narrow Escape of the Lieutenant-General 
from Death—A Case of Apoplexy. 

Wasuineton, D. C., May 23.—[Special.}— 
From thoroughly reliable sources it is learned 
that the story of Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan’s ill- 
ness bas only been half told. He has been 
ili—dangerously so. For twenty-four hours 
from Monday dinner hour his condition was 
such as to cause his family and physicians to 
fear his death at any moment. That he es- 
caped death and is now on the road to re- 
covery isas remarkable to those acauainted 
with his condition as it is gratifying to his 
family and friends. He had a stroke of apo- 
plexy. Being the second he has had, 
the alarm of the family and physicians 
can be well understood. On account of the 
efforts of members of the household to con- 
ceal the fact of the Generai’s illness it is dif- 
ficult to learn just when the first symptoms 
appeared, but from the same reliabie source 
above referred to it is known that no less 
than five physicians were in consultation 
Monday night and Tuesday morning, and 
that three—Surgeons O’Reilly and Harvey 
of the army and Dr. Yarrow—were in at- 
tendance all night Monday. It is also posi- 
tively asserted that a priest was seen to hur- 
riedly enter the house simultaneously with 
the doctors atatime when all was excite- 
ment in the General’s chamber above. He 
remained in the house all night, show- 
ing that the family was prepared for 
the worst. Yesterday a skilled nurse 
from New York was tel phed for, 
and it is ‘understood arri last night. 
All Monday night the General was in a semi- 
conscious state. He experienced great diffi- 
culty in breathing, and on that account the 
physicians would not allow him to lie down. 
He was kept ma sitting posture in a large 
chair. Even in this position it was with the 
greatest difficulty that he could be aroused 
from the stupor he was in and his breathing 
made easier. It was.not until noon yester- 


day that he showed signs of improvement. 


He was then able to sleep naturally while sit- 
ting in the easy chair. He has continued to 
improve and is now believed to be past the 
critical stage. Today the General was able 
to sign some official papers, and his mind is 
entirely clear. He is, however, watched with 
great solicitude and every precaution has 
been taken to prevent a relavse.

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A TRUST BEING WORRIED. 


MR. JUDSON OF THE GAS SYNDICATE 
ANSWERING QUESTIONS. 


They Are Put to Him by Mr. Collier, Rep- 
resenting N. C. Miller, Before Master- 
in-Chancery Bass—Mr. Miller Wants to 
Have the Sale of the Lake Gas Compa- 
ny Set Aside—What Mr. Judson Knows 

About Trust Transactions. 

Frank Collier had the Gas Trust on the 
rack again yesterday afternoon. Master-in- 
Chancery George Bass presided. C. E. Jud- 
son, President of the Consumers’ Gas Com- 
pany, was invited to answer a number of the 


more embarrassing questions recently put to | 


Columbus R. Cummings with considerable 
effect. The suit is that of Nicholas C. Miller 
to set aside the sale of the Lake Gas Com- 
pany. Mr. Cohrs acted as counsel for the de- 
fense. The witness said that he had been 
President of the Consumers’ Company ever 
since it was organized in September, 1886. 
He was also President of the Consumers’ Gas 
& Fuel Company, which was sold at fore- 
closure to John T. Lester, a broker, for 
$1,950,000. 

What was the purchase price paid to John 
T. Lester for the property“ 

„The property was stocked at $5,000,000 and 


{ $3,500,000 bonds bearing interest at 5 per cent 


were issued.”’ 

“The bonds were issued to pay for the 
plant, were they not!“ 

I presume so.”’ 

“Was not a great deal of the stock con- 
trolled by Cummings and Kent!“ 

I presume it may have been controlled by 
them.”’ 

As a matter of fact, were not the per- 
sons who sold to Lester the identical parties 
who purchased the property of him!“

doesn’t concern me, and never gave the 
matter a thought.

The witness said that the price paid for 
Mr. Miller’s 2,840 shares in the Lake Gas 
Company was $39,550 in cash and $356,000 in 
Consumers’ bonds. 

How long was it.“ demanded Mr. Collier, 
“before that $39,550 was back in your safe!“ 

“T don’t understand. 

„% Will you say that it did not come back!“ 

The witness could not say as to that. He 
couldn’t remember all the details of the 
transaction. 

„Well, then,” said Mr. Collier, “run over 
to your office and consult your books. Go 
and refresh your memory, The whole thing 
revolves around this httle transaction.” 

Mr. Judson departed, but was stopped by 
Mr. Collier, who said: 


While you are about it bring along a 


copy of that Gas Trust agreement.“ 

“What!” won: 

There was-@ burst of laughter at this sally, 
amidst which the witness set out for his 
office. 

When Mr. Judson returned Mr. Collier re- 
sumed the examination. 

“How was that $30,550 paid? 

“It was made by a check bearing date 
April 20, 1887. It was subsequently refunded 
to the company. The same day, I think.“ 

“Then what you really paid was $356,000 in 
bonds, but you represented that you had paid 
that amount of bonds plus the $39,550, didn’t 

ou! 
; “No, sir’? 
* But the cash money came back the same 
day! 5 

“Yes, Sir.“ 

„Now, didn’t you know before this trans- 
action was made that this money would come 
back to the company!“ 

“I don’t remember that such a thing was 
done; no, sir.” 

The amount, said Mr. Judson, was credited 
to profit und loss. He said that the certificate 
was made prior to April 20. 

Was the trustee of the bonds informed 
that this money was to come back to the com- 
pany when he gave authority to issue bonds 
for that amount?” 

I don’t know; I can’t remeraber.”’ 

„Who was the trustee?”’ 

“John J. P. Odell, the Vice-President of 
the Union National Bank.” 

Where is the stock of this 7,842 shares?” 

** Odell has it.“ 

“Why didn’t you tell him the money was 
to come back to the company the same day 

„It wasn’t necessary.“ 

„Well, now, Mr. Judson, isn't this the fact, 
that it was represented to the trustee that 90 
per cent of the value was issued when really 
it was 100 per cent!“ 

“ Why, no, sir.” 

„Will vou not say that this amount, $39,550, 
was issued to make the 90 per cent transac- 
tion run up to 100 per cent and for the pur- 
pose of deceiving the trustee?’’ 

Pl say nothing of the kind. If I were to 
say that I would practically admit fraud, and 
I’ve been no party to any fraudulent trans- 
action.“ 

At this point Mr. Judson was unable to say 
to whom the $39,550 check was made payable, 
and the Treasurer, Mr. Charles P. Bryant, 
was sent for. When the check was produced 
it was shown that tne sum of $92.550 was 
made payable to the order of the gas syndi- 
cate on the Union National Bank of Illinois 
and signed by O. S. Gaither, Secretary. 

„Who is the gas syndicate?” was asked. 
The answer given created quite alaugh. ‘I 
don’t know; it’s made up of many persons 
Cummings, Kent, and Reyburn are members 
of it.“ 

“What was the amount of the check that 
came back to the gas syndicate?” 

“Same amount, I think.“ 

„Who was it signed by!“ 

„Couldn't say; it was simply a contribu- 
tion to the company.“ g 

„When this matter—the cash transaction 
—was discussed did you object to it?” 

“There was no formal objection, though 
my impression is that I said we had paid too 
much for the pi operty.” 

Then Frank Collier discussed the 692.550 
check. The Lake bonds amounted to 6886. 
000; Hyde Park, $351,000; real estate, etc., 
$126,000. The check of $89,550 was issued 
on the Lake property; $39,000 on the 
Hyde Park, and $14,000 for betterments. 
The total issue of bonds was §3,832,000 
as represented to the trustee. But $92,550— 
the amount of the eheck paid back—repre- 
sented 10 per cent on $925,500 bonds, as fol- 
lows: Lake, 830,56; Hyde Park, $39,000; 
real estate, etc., $14,000. In other words, 
that 100 per cent of bonds had been issued in- 
stead of 90 per cent—for $833,000, instead of 
$925,550. The admission which Mr. Collier 
wanted the witness to make was just this, 
that he knew 100 per cent of bonds would be 
issued when authority was only given for 90 
per cent. But he did not succeed. 

Wasn't this cash paid.“ then asked Collier, 
“simply to enable you to make the certifi- 
cate?’’ 

„I did what the directors asked of me and 
what was right. The money came back as a 
donation.” At this there was some laughter. 

„Would the trustee have given you au- 
thority to issue those 10 per cent bonds if he 
had known the money was coming back“

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METHODISTS TROUBLED. 
They Openly Charge Themselves with Bal- 
lot-Box Stuffing, 

New York, May 23.—[Special.]— A sensation 
was created in the Methodist General Confer- 
ence today by the exposure of an attempt at 
ballot-box stuffing. The opera-house was 
crowded from bottom to top. The result of 
the fifth ballot, taken last night, had been 
announced, and the sixth ballot taken, in 
which the Rev. Dr. Newman led, when there 
was loud applause. This caused Bishop 
Bowman to look severe, and to administer a 
rebuke to the audience, informing them that 
this was not a political convention, but a re- 
— gathering. With the firmness for 
which he 1s so noted, and the great care 
with which he watches every movement of 
the conferenc3, Bishop Bowman guided the 
session safely through turbulent demonstra- 
tions, and at one stage in the proceedings 
narrowly averted what might have become a 
panic. Just after the announcement of the 
seventh ballot, after a good deal of whis- 
pered consultation and nodding of heads, 
Bishop Merrill stepped to the tront of the 
platform and said: 8 

desire to make an anneuncement. The 
tellers find that an attempt has been made to 
stuff the ballot-box.” Instattly there was a 
painful silence all over the house. The dele- 
gates who were electioneering for their spe- 
cial candidates stood in their seats to get a 
better view of the speaker, The lobbyists 
left off buttonholing new voters and rushed 
to their seats.

risen in their excitement, o their seats, he 
rebuked the outbursts of the delegates 
and the visitors, and miy said that the 
galleries would be cleared H order was not 
restored. Then, turning to the delegates, he 
sternly said: 

Is this a political convention that you 
must incite this disorder among the guest!“ 
and, motioning to the tellers to proceed, the 
Bishop resumed his seat. One of the fraud- 
ulent ballots consisted 1 slip of paper 
nearly torn through the centre into two 
strips. The names of two ‘candidates were 
written on each slip in the same handwrit- 
ing. The other seemingly fraudulent ballot 
consisted of two pieces of paper with the 
corners turned down, so that the two could 
be cast as one and then separated in the hat 
by the smaller one sliding out of the larger, 
in which it was inclosed while being de- 
posited. The two pieces of paper were 
identical in size. They had the same corner 
turned down, contained the same candidates’ 
names, and were in the same handwriting. 
A resolution commendimg the action of the 
tellers in throwing out the suspicious ballots 


was passed. Dr. Edwards tried to explain. 


how the suspicious ballots might have been 
cast by accident, but the @onference would 
not hear him. The majority seemed to think 
a fraud had been.atiempi@ii*.. 

It was afterward learned that these ballots 
were written in the same hand and that Drs. 
Newman and Cranston were the names men- 
tioned thereon. Dr. Edwards of Detroit of- 
fered an excuse for this, saying that some 
delegate who was without a pencil had got 
some other delegate to write the names for 
him and had negiected to fully sever the slip. 
Other excuses were made to the effect that 
this was simply a piece of carelesness. 

Col. Ray moved that when such ballots 
were found they should be kept and an effort 
made to detect the person or persons who 
were doing this. : 

Dr. Flood offered a resolution toa similar 
effect, which was unanimously carried. 

It is a significant fact that on yesterday’s 
third ballot some 459 votes were cast, while 
a call for yeas and nays immediateiy after- 
wards showed an attendance of but 425. The 
whole strength of the conference is less 
than 460, and some half-dozen or more dele- 
gates appear only on the absent list. On this 
third ballot Drs. Vincent and Fitzgerald were 
declared elected, with but fives votes beyond 
the number necessary to elect. This discrep- 
ancy was accounted for by some of the dele- 
gates and the Bishops by the statement that 
the tellers had made some clerical error in 
the count. 


SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 


An Insurance Company's Dublin Agent 
Proves to Have Been Dishonest. 

New York, May 23.—|Special.]|—A cable- 
gram from London published this morning 
told ofthe disappearance of W. J. Burne, 
the Dublin agent of the Equitaole Life-In- 
surance Company of this city. Secretary 
Alexander, at the Equitable Building, con- 
firmed the report. Hesaid: “Mr. Burne, 
who was an agent in Dublin of the London 
office, disappeared three weeks ago, coming 
direct to this city. After he went 
away his accounts were examined and 
found incorrect. He turned up at our 
Office here about ten days ago and begged 
us to save him from disgrace. We were ig- 
norant of the exact amount of the shortage, 
and told him we could act through our Lon- 
don office only. Mr. Burne admitted that he 
was short in his accounts, but denied that he 
had stolen any of the missing funds. He 
said there was some mistake in the book- 
keeping system, and he promised to return 
to Dubiin to straighten matters out if we 
would not cause his arrest. We consented 
to the proposition, making the simple pro- 
viso that if after the examination of the 
books he failed to account for the missing 
funds we would resort to criminal proceed- 
ings. The amount was comparatively small.“ 


NATIONAL BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Organization Perfected—Col, J. 
Broadhead of St. Louis President. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., May 23.—The conven- 
uon of delegates from the State and local 
Bar Associations of the country, haying for 
its object the formation of a National Bar 
Association, met again in session this morn- 
ing and adopted a constitution. It provides 
that the name of the association shall be the 
“National Bar Association of the United 
States,“ the objects of which shall be to nro-

NORTHWESTERN WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


Minneapolis Mills Not Running Regularly— 
Tne Flour Market Dull. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 23.—There were 
several stoppages among the mills in the 
closing half of last week, and the flour pro- 
duction was considerably affected thereby. 
The week’s output was 164,160 barrels, aver- 
aging 27,360 barrels daily, against 170,300 bar- 
rels the week before, and 98,300 barreis for 
the corresponding time in 1887. The milis 
are now running more or less 
irregularly, it not being uncommon 
for one or more to de shut 


down, making repairs, on account of the 
present dull condition of the flour trade. 
Next to the largest mill 14 = city, 2 a 
d producing capacity o barrels, was 
pro last night and will not run again for 
a fortnight at ieast. None of the mills are 
heavily supplied with orders and are 
running from hand to mouth in this respect. 
A few are storing here to a small extent. 
The decline in wheat has enabled mill- 
ers to shade prices of flour a 
little, and there is more disposition 
to buy from the East, but the market is still 
dull and inaetive. The export trade is report- 
ed perfectly dead. One firm, however, made 
a sale of 100 cars of bakers’ today at what 
it claimed was a good price. The direct ex- 
ports of flour for the week were 51,300 bar- 
rels, against 53,000 the week before. 

Receipts for the week ending May 22: 
Wheat, 552,490 bushels; flour, barrels; 
milistuff, 82 tons. Shipments: Wheat, 178,410 
bushels; flour, 158,974 barrels; millstuff, 3,364 
tons. Wheat in store: Minneapolis, 6,972,723 
bushels; Duluth, 7,433,976 bushels; St. Paul, 
280,000 bushels.

The platform as adopted is substantially as 
outlined in Tun TxipuNnr’s dispatches yester- 
day morning. President Cleveland and his 
Administration are given the barren compli- 
ment of an indorsement, and the Mills Tariff 
bill is also approved and its passage by Con- 
gress urged. A resolution pertaining to the 
present rate of State taxation and demanding 
reformation in this particular was also 
adopted. The fallacy of the position taken 
therein is amply demonstrated in another 
column. The nomination of Melvilie W. Ful- 
ler for Chief Justice of the United States Su- 
preme Court, as might have been expected, 
received a warm indorsement. 


AN EXPLODED CANARD ABOUT GRESHAM. 

Monday last the Chicago Times printed a 
dispatch setting forth briefly the statement 
that Judge Gresham made a speech in a 
schoolhouse debate in Harrison County, In- 
diana, in 1855, when he was 22 years old, in 
which he denounced the Germans in offensive 
terms. Tun TRIBUNE yesterday stated the 
circumstances briefly which stamped the 
story as false beyond all question. As the 
Times has now repeated the invention more 
in detail, it is time to expose and squelch the 
falschood, which has been revamped and cir- 
culated not 1,000 miles from a newspaper of- 
fice in Indianapolis, and has been started on 
its travels to injure Judge Gresham, and that, 
too, not by Democrats. 2 

Judge Gresham was born and brought up 
in Harrison County. Its people were largely 
trom the South and of course were generally 
pro-slavery in sentiment. There was, how- 
ever, a considerable element of Germans or 
** Pennsylvania Dutch,“ as they were usually 
called, in the county, and in his native vil- 
lage and cownship they were in the majority. 
He had been brought up among them, had 
gone to school with them, and had known 
them from childhood. They were his neigh- 
bors, friends, and companions, and they were 
in strong sympathy with him because he was 
a particularly bright boy and a promising 
young man. 

In 18538 Walter Q. Gresham was coming of 
age and taking a somewhat prominent part 
in local politics. The oid Whig party was on 
its last legs. There was nothing to be hoped 
for in that direction. His anti-siavery 
principles forbade him from allying himself 
with the pro-slavery Democrats. About this 
time the “American” or Know-Nothing 
party sprang into sudden existence. It was 
an opponent, and a formidable one appar- 
ently, of the Democratic party. It swept 
everything before it for a short time. Young 
men by thousands and tens of thousands 
rushed into its ranks with the heedlesness 
and ardor of youth, and among them young 
Gresham, then scarcely more than 21 vears 
ofage. A lodge was organized at Corydon, 
the county-seat, where he was then studying 
law and acting as a clerk for the County 
Clerk. He joined it with lots of other young 
fellows to fight the Democracy; but he had 
not been in it long before he discovered that 
the party was proscriptive in its principles, 
and, worse than that, it was pro-slavery also. 
Before a year had passed he seceded from it 
and opposed it thereafter. That is the story 
of his connection with the American party. 

In 1856 the Republican party was organized 
in Southern Indiana and in the Harrison 
County hotbed. There were only about a 
dozen persons present at the first Republican 
meeting to organize a club, and among them 
was Walter Q. Gresham. He took a promi- 
nent part from the outset in its organization, 
and brought down upon his head the hostility 
of the Know-Nothings as well as the Demo- 
crats, who denounced him as an Abolitionist. 
The vote cast in his county that fall after he 
had stumped it for Fremont was as follows:

It will be seen that through young Gresh- 
am's work (he was then only 2% years old) 
by pen and speech he forced the American 
party in his own county into the third posi- 
tion, and pushed the newly-organized ‘“ Abo- 
litionists,”’ or Black Republicans as they 
were called, into the second position, some- 
thing not done in any of the other counties 
of that district. Four years later—in 1860— 
Lincoln came within 300 votes of carrying 
Harrison County, and Gresham was elected 
to the Legislature by over 100 votes, which 
was the answer the Germans gave to the 
slanderous invention that he had abused 

them five years previously in a schoolhouse 
discussion. 

In 1800, when Judge Gresham was a candi- 
date for the Legislature on the Republican 
ticket from Harrison County, the county was 
strongly Democratic. The Democratic man- 
agers wanted him to promise to vote for a 
Democratic United States Senator if elected. 
He promptly rejected their overtures, and 
notified them that if elected he should vote 
for a Republican Senator, which he did. In 
revenge for his refusal, and in order to alien- 
ate the Germans from him and thereby make 
sure of his defeat, they sprung this story 
that he had used opprobrious terms against 
them in a schoolhouse discussion five years 
previously—in 1855. Mr. Gresham at once 
denounced the story as false in every particu- 
lar, and published a card numerously signed 
by reputable citizens who were present 
on that occasion, stating that he 
had mot used any such language. The 
lie was squelched, as it was supposed, 
forever. The Germans, his old friends, 
voted for him, and he was elected by a hand- 

‘some majority in that Democratic strong: 
hold. That isthe reply the Germans made 
to the mean slander. 

In 1866 Judge Gresham was again in the field 
contesting that strong Democratic district 
with Mr. Kerr for Congress. The lie had 
moldered in its grave for six years, but an 
attempt was made by some of the Democrats 
of the viler sort to resurrect it, Mr. Kerr, 
however, investigated the story, said to 
Judge Gresham that “he did not believe a 
Word of it,” and refused to make the charge 
in the joint discussion, contenting himself 
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Judge admitted was true, and at the same time 
reminded Mr. Kerr that many of his (Kerr’s) 
Democratic friends were in it also ut the 
same time, and a great deal longer than he 


was. 

This old, exploded charge of 1860, whicn 
has rested twenty-eight years, is dug up 
again to do duty, but it is no good. 


THE TURNERS’ IDEA OF PERSONAL LIB- 
ERTY. 
The North American Turnerbund at its 
session Tuesday last delined its posiuon on 
the question of Anarchism most clearly and 
unmistakably, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing resolution, which was adopted as an 
amendment by 379 te 208, and finally as part 
of the whole platform, with but few dissent- 
ing voices: — | 
We owe it to ourselves and to the world to de- 
clare again that the cause of turning is closely 
connected with the liberty and the general prog- 
ress of the country. We repel with indignation 
the reproach that we are open to Anarchistic 
ideas, The turners have always taken a glorious 
part in all noble endeavors, and have spared 
neither expense nor even their lives in order to 
resist all attacks on institutions dangerous to 
liberty. We shall always stand up for law and 
order, and it is our highest endeavor to conduct 
this country to its beautiful future, to promote 
a ot all, and protect everybody in 
s 


Kx-Mayor Wallber of Milwaukee, the au- 
thor and -principal advocate of the amend- 
ment, and also the bund itself, are to be 
congratulated for putting themselves on rec- 
ord in the matter of Anarchism in a manner 
that leaves no doubt where they stand. We 
wish they had been equally clear and posi- 
tive on ‘tne question of personal liberty. 
They say in their platform: Every at- 
tempt to restrict personal liberty is a viola- 
tion of the principles which form the basis of 
the Declaration of Independence of our Re- 
public and isin conflict with those princi- 
ples which are expressed in the piatform of 
the North American Turnerbund.“ And 
again: The tenth convention of the North 
American Turnerbund declares every attack 
on personal liberty immoral, unrepublican, 
and unworthy of afree community.” This 
depends upon what they mean by “ personal 
liberty,’’ and unfortunately they do not define 
the words. Itis avery loose and indefinit 
expression as it stands. They should have 
stated not only what they mean by their own 
personal liberty but also the personal liberty 
of others. Whenever personal liberty becomes 
aggressive or infringes upon the rights of 
others itis no longer a right. Of course 
there is a brute right of personal liberty, but 
if it is exercised the law stepsin, arrests and 
punishes it. It must always be exercised so 
as not to interfere with the rights of others. 
Thus no man has a right to set up a nuisance 
which interferes with his neighbors’ rights, 
nor have his neighbors any right to establish 
a nuisance which will interfere with him. A 
man has the right to walk but not to run 
azainst other people; to drive his team but 
not to run against other vehicles; to drink, 
but not to set up his dramshop at his neigh- 
bor’s door or next to churches and school- 
houses, where it interferes with the rights of 
worshipers and children, which seems to be 
Mr. Rubens’ idea of personal liberty. The 
Declaration of Independence does not intend 
that one class of people shail pursue happi- 
ness 80 as to make other people miserable, 
nor does it mean that one class of people 
shall enjoy their own liberty and the liberty 
of every one else also. Upon this point the 
resolution is notclear. It is w be regretted 
that the Turners did not inform the public 
what they mean by personal liberty. 


SELECTING DELEGATES TO NATIONAL 
CONVENTIONS. 

Under the lax rules of the National Com- 
mittees of both parties the election of dele- 
gates to the two National Conventions this 
year has been going on since the midale of 
January, 1s not finished yet, and is not likely 
to ve finished until within a few days of the 
conventions themselves. 

The Democratic gathering, the first to 
meet, is scheduled for St. Louis June 5. Full 
delegations are yet to be elected from Ar- 
kansas, May 30; Colorado, today; Florida, 
May 29; Louisiana, May 26; Mississippi, May 
25; and North Carolina, May 30, while one 
district in Ohio has yet to choose two figure- 
heads to represent it at St. Louis. It will be 
seen that the delegates from Florida and 
North Carolina will have to board the cars 
about as soon as they are chosen in order to 
reach the convention hall in time to throw 
up their hats at Cleveland’s renomination. 

The Republicans, who usually do business 
in a systematic way, have proceeded this year 
in much the same leisurely, careless fashion. 
The practical result of the rules adopted by 
the last National Convention and the call 
issued by the National Republican Commit- 
tee has been confusion and delay. Under 
tne rules all the State conventions should be 
held not less than thirty days before the Na- 
tional Convention—that is, for this year not 
later than May 19. Under the same rules 
and the National Committee’s call district 
conventions for the selection of district dele- 
gates may be held at any time, the only pro- 
vision being that “Congressional district 
delegates shall be chosen in the same manner 
as the nomination of a member of Congress 
is made in said districts.“ The reason for 
the time limit in the case of State con ven- 
tions and the absence of any time limit what- 
ever in the case of district conventions is not 
exactly apparent. The Republicans of at least 
one State—North Carolina—disregarding the 
only positive rule laid down by the National 
Committee, called their State convention for 
May 23—four days after the limit fixed by 
the committee. Whether anybody will care in 
the National Convention to contest the regu- 
larity of the delegates then selected remains 
to be seen. The committee’s wide-open, go- 
as-you-please policy in regard to district 
conventions has resulted as might have 
been expected. No one knows, for 
instance, when the First Illinois District 
will select its delegates, admirable as the 
election is apt to be when it is made. One 
Missouri district and four in Pennsylvania 
will be heard from iurther along, one of the 
Pennsylvania districts electing its second 
delegate at an adjourned convention to be 
held as late as May 31. In another Pennsyl- 
vania district. the convention curiously left. 
the two contestants for the position of second 
delegate to agree upon one of their number, 
but up to the present time they have neither 
agreed nor shown any signs of doing so, and 
the National Convention may conciude to let 
them both in and give them the boon of half 
a vote each. 

When the National Republican Convention 
has nominated the next President and Vice- 
President it micht not be a bad plan to get 
back to something like a system for the se- 
lection of delegates to future gatherings. 
Why not secure uniformity by requiring, for 
example, every State convention to be held 
not less than thirty nor more than sixty days 
previous to the meeting of the National Con- 
vention, and every district convention, if it 
meets in the district, to be held not less than 
fifteen days before the State convention, all 
other district delegates to be chosen by the 
delegates to the State convention meeting in 
their capacity as representatives of the sev- 
eral districts? Under such a rule, faithfuily 
observed, State conventions would not be 
called and held in the dead of winter for the 
purpose of setting up the pins in the interest 
of particular candidates and forestalling pub- 
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the benefit of polftical managers wait 
ing to see in which direction the tide is 
setting. The selection of district delegates 
from a given State would be made either be- 
fore or at the same time as the selection of 
its delerates- at- large, never later, instead 
of being delayed to give aspiring candidates 


for Congress time to make all the trades tney | 


desire with the friends of candidates for the 
position of delegates, Within a month of 
the meeting of the National Convention the 
party at large would know, as it is entitled 
to know, who would compose that body of 
Presidentmakers. In its essential features 
such was the pian followed in 1884, and, so 
tar as Tun Trinune knows, no complaint 
was ever made against it by any one having 
the best interests of the party at The 
changes effected by the — 2 of 1884 
and the present National Committee, while 
intended to give greater latitude and insure 
a more complete observance of the principle 
of district representation and home rule, 
have resulted merely in confusion and delay. 
The present loose, dilatory, and generally 
slipshod and unbusinesslike system of se- 
lecting National delegates should be re- 
formed altogether.” 


A WAIL FROM THE SWILL SHEDS. 

A mean and malicious attack based on an 
alleged interview with a local distiller has 
been made on Mayor Roche on account of his 
efforts to enforce the sanitary ordinances of 
the city and his supposed attitude on the 
saloon question, as indicated by his rulings at 
the Council meeting Monday evening. The 
distiller in question, Mr. H. H. Shufeldt, is 
reported to have said that when Mr. Roche 
was a candidate for the Mayoralty he called 
atthe Shufeldt distillery and told one of the 
parties connected with that establishment 
that the liquor business would not be inter- 
fered with if he [Roche] were elected.” 
“Relying on these assurances’’ Shufeidt is 
made to say: „384 

I contribute of my substance $200 
paign fund to help elect the said Roche. Where- 
upon he now disregardeth his vows and knocks 
my cattle sheds into splinters and his Council 
would interfere with the saloons. ° 

It will strike intelligent and decent peopie 
on reading this that Mr. Shufeldt is in small 
business boasting about his contribution to a 
campaign fund and making advertisement 
of his selfish motives in the same; also that 
whisky men, Whether distillers or doggery- 
keepers, are rather a mean and selfish lot of 
customers who try to make every act, public 
and private, political and otherwise, sub- 
ser vient to their greed for gain—their in- 
terests,“ as they call them. Mr. Shufeldt 
does not pretend that he made the contribu- 
tion to Mr. Roche himself, or that Mr. Roche 
knew that he had made the contribution. 
He is also widely, perhaps wisely, indefinit 
as to the party to whom Mr. Roche made his 
declaration about non-interference with the 
saloon business. It might be difficult to pro- 
duce this witness in face of Mayor Roche’s 
distinct declarauon on the subject. The 
Mayor says: 

I never saw Mr. Shufeldt uatil after the elec- 
tion. Until he came to my omce I did not tell 
him that I would not interfere with his business. 
I did not know and do not know now who paid a 
dollar into the campaign fund. I paid my assess- 
ment and never received a cent from any one. 

This statement will, of course, be accepted 
as true by every impartial citizen. But sup- 
pose that Mr. Shufeldt did contribute to the 
campaign fund and that the Mayor knew of 
it, was the Mayor to be expected on that 
account by Shufeldt and other distillers to 
violate the law in their interest! Was he ex- 
pected to neglect his sworn duty for their 
benefit and convenience?! Shufeldt and his 
organ seem to have a queer code of morais. 
The Mayor can well afford to ignore their 
abuse and their malicious inventions. 

It is not necessary to urge on the Mayor to 
proceed in the hneof his duty in removing 
the plague-breeding, loathsome distillery 
sheds, though Mr. Shufeldt may feel ever so 
much aggrieved. The sheds have long con- 
stituted a nuisance and ought to have been 
wiped out long ago. Because Mayor Harri- 
son neglected his duty in this respect is no 
reason why Mayor Roche should neglect his. 
The health of the city is to be preferred to 
the “interests” of miilionaire distillers, as 
decency and order are to be preferred to the 
“interests” of the saloonist Who would 
plant his gin-mill at the door of a church. Is 
it characteristic of the mental processes of 
the distillers that Mr. Shufeldt should con- 
nect his alleged “right” to violate the 
health ordinances by maintaining his foul 
and filthy cattle sheds within the city limits 
with the alleged right of the groggery- 
keeper to offend against Christian sentiment, 
decency, and morality by locating his brothel 
almost at the foot of the altar? 


That Yarn About Gresham. 

The Milwaukee Sentinet ridicules the lying re- 
port in the New Albany (Ind.) Ledger (Dem.) of 
twenty-cight years ago that Gen. Gresham made 
a speech, in 1855, in which he declared himself 
an American of the most extreme sort, and de- 
nounced the Germans in the most offensive terms, 
and said he was in favor of stopping foreign im- 
migration.“ The Sentinel points out the improba- 
bility of the story, remarking that at the time 
mentioned (1855) the Western States were anx- 
ious to promote immigration, and some of them 
maintained agents in New York for the pur- 
pose of securing the newly-landed immi- 
grants from Europe. A speech in favor of stop- 
ping immigration would not have been popular 
anywhere in the West. But little of the German 
immigration of that period turned towards In- 
diana; its German population even now is small; 
and it is extremely improbable that the youthful 
Gresham, even if he had made a speech against 
immigrants, would have singled out the Germans 
for special attack. Hence the story lacks the 
elements of plausibility. It appears to have 
been revamped for the present exigency when 
the German vote is large and a good share of it 
Republican and strongly predisposed in favor 
of Gen. Gresham. 

If, however, it were proved that Gen. Gresh- 
am, when at the immature age of 22, and thirty- 
three years ago, made a speech in which he de- 
clared himselfan extreme American and said 
he was in favor of stopping immigration, no 
Democrat, of course, would ever forgive bim. 
If, twenty-six years ago, he had taken up arms 
against his country, or if, like Mr. Voorhees, he 
had denounced Union soldiers as Lincoln's hire- 
Imgs,“ and called Mr. Lincoln a wonster —a 
“felon,” “ bloody, gory, reeking”’—around whom 
the ghosts of the murdered dead“ were gibber- 
ing, the case would be different. Then there 
would be prompt forgiveness for him. To ob- 
ject to him on such grounds would be absurd. It: 
would be going back into ancient history. It 
would be a ghoul-like raking up of the past. But 
no Democfat who reads even an unfounded re- 
port that Gen. Gresham in 1855 spoke unfavor- 
ably of immigration will fail to recognize that 
here is something fresh—a living and momentous 
issue—and that the offense is one that time can- 
not mitigate or circumstances condone.

Comparison of the State Tax of 1880 and 
1887—The Large Levy, Due to the, Pe- 
nuriousness of the Democrats Which 
Caused Confusion in the Treasury—The 
Action Necessary to Fill Up the Def 
clencies—Care of the Insane. 


An obscure country newspaper printed in 
one of the smaller counties in the southern 
end of the State publishes a list of the town- 
ships in the county and the amount of the 
State tax in each of them for each of the 
two years 1886 and 1887, showing that the 
tax for 1887 was considerably larger than for 
1886, and says: We ask any candid person 
to explain this increase when there is no 
State debt and a time of profound peace.” In 
some counties @ handbill, in displayed type, 
has been circulated with a similar statement 
under the sensational headlines: *“ The peo- 
ple want to know, Is it robbery or simply Re- 
publican extravagance? Examine your tax 
receipts for 1886 and 1887; compare the State 
tax for those years and draw your oon con- 


clusions.” ö 
So this is to be the vlan of the Democratic 


campaign in [llinois this year. 
more shallow could hardly have been de- 
vised even hy a party already famous for ita 
talent for blundering. The explanation of 
the increase in the taxes of 1887 over those 
of 1886 is simple, but it scarceiꝝ redounds to 
the credit of the Democracy. It is neither 
robbery nor Repubiicau extravagance. It is 
proposed to tell precisely what it is. 

The question 1s sometimes put im another 
form: Why was the tax levy of 1886 only 
35 cents, while that of 1887 was 53 cents, on 
$100?” And when a cheap. and nasty dema- 
gog desires to be particularly impressive and 
disagreeable he varies the flavor of his 
sophistry by inquiring the reason ‘why the 
tax levy has jumped from 27 cents in 1879 to 
53 cents in 1887. But he takes good care not 
to ask why the levy was75 cents in 1872, 90 
cents in 1871, and $1.30 in 1869. 

The reader will take notice that the ques- 
tion is net evaded, nor ‘the little point that 
there is in it softened. It is stated fairly, 
and it shall have a fair and candid answer. 
The reply commonly made to it—namely: 
that the increase in the levy 3s due to in- 
creased and extravagant appropriations—is 
not true. The appropriations made by the 
last General. Assembly were less than those 
made by the Legislature of 1885 by neariy 
$50,000. The n of 1885 aggre- 

ted $7,776,458.54, but those of 1887 only 

7,731,398.02. It is some comfort to know 

that the Democrats do not charge that the 
appropriations are increasing, but merely 
that the levy is. A tax levy puts money into 
the public purse, but it does not take any out. 
The wicked Republicans cannot easily rob 
the people by a levy without the aid of an 
appropriation, which in this case appears to 
be lacking. 

There is nothing mysterious about the ac- 
counts of the State. They are more easy of 
comprehension than those of a large mercan- 
tile or manufacturing establishment. The 
General Assembly at every biennial session 
makes such appropriations for the carrying 
on of the Government (inciudmg the State 
institutions) as it deems necessary or expe- 
dient. The Constitution of Ilunois com- 
manas that Each General Assembly shall 
provide for all the appropriations necessary 
for the ordinary and contingent expenses of 
the Government until the expiration of the 
first tiscal quarter after the adjournment of 
the next neral Assembly,.“ which appro- 
priations must not “exceed the amount of 
revenue authorized by law to be raised in 
such time.” First, the Legislature makes 
the appropriations; then it provides for the 
payment of the appropriations out of the 
public treasury by devising ways and means 
to put money into the public treasury. A 
certain amount of revenue is derivei from 
the Illinois Central Railroad, and from fees 
paid into the various State offices, averaging 
about $400,000 per annum: the balance is 
raised by levying a tax, as required by the 
Constitution, by valuation.“ 

The determination of the rate is therefore 
a simple sum in arithmetic. Let it be as- 
sumed that the appropriations for two years 
are $8,000,000, and that $800,000 of this amount 
will be derived from the Illinois Central 
Road and from fees. There will then be left 
$7.200.000 to be provided for by a tax levy. 
The rate of the levy will of necessity be de- 
termined by the assessed valuation vut u 
all the taxable property of the State. Sup- 
pose the valuation to be $800,000,000; the levy 
will then have to be 90 cents on the $100 for 
the two years, or, if the levy is equally 
divided between them, 45 cents each year. 
Were the valuation twice as high the levy 
would be but half the rate. | 

As a matter of fact, while it is well known 
that the State is rapidly increasing in wealth 
of every description, nevertheless, under the 
operation of our system of revenue the valu- 
ation put upon property by the Assessors 
varies greatly from year to year and bos been 
declining. It was $1,355,000,000 in 1878, but is 
now only 8800, 000, 000. 

In fact, too, the rate of levy is never the 
same for any two consecutive years. It was 
larger in 1885 than in 1884, as it was larger in 
1887 than in 1886, © reason for this differ- 
ence is that more money is always appropri- 
ated to be paid out during the year bearing 
an odd number which immediately follows 
the adjournment of the slature than 
in the intervening year. o make a 
comparison between the levy of 1886 and 
that of 1887 is obviously unfair, and no one 
understands and ap its unfairness 
more thoroughly than. the inventors of this 
scheme to impose upon the credulous and 
the ignorant. Had the purpose to make a 
fair comparison existed the levy for 1884 
would have been placed by the side of that 
for 1886 and that for 1885 by tne side of tnat 
for 1887. In the former case the two would 
have been found to be just the same—35 cents 
each year; and in the other the d 
instead of being 18 cents, would have been 
found to be 11 cents, or more than one-third 
less than it has been made to appear to be by 
an adroit manipulation of the figures. In 
1888 it will probably fall again to 45 cents or 
less. 

However, this difference remains to be ex- 
plained. Why should the rate be 58 cents in 
IS when it was but 42 vents in 1885? The 
Thirty-fourth General Assembly, as is shown, 
appropriated $7,776,458.54, but it failed in its 
constitutional duty to authorize the raising 
of an amount of revenue sufficient to equal 
the appropriations.

THE CONVENTION OF BUTCHERS. 
The Western Dressed-Beef Companies and 
Adulterated Lard Considered. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 23.—The National 
Butchers’ Protective Association reconvened 
this morning. The Butterworth bill was in- 
dorsed and Congress was asked to pass it 
soon. The question of lard adulteration 
was taken ug, and it was ordered to continue 
agitation of the question before Congress until 
a law is passed prohibiting the sale of aaul- 
terated lard, or, if its sale be allowed, that it 
be brandea as such. It was resolved to so 
amend the constitution as to permit the Na- 
tiomal body to issue charters to State or- 
ganizations and they in turn to charter local 
associations. The following was adopted: 

Resolved, That local associations of each State 
be directed to see that bills are introduced in the 
Senates and Assemblies of their respective States 
to the end that it shall be unlawful to expose, 
sell, or offer for sale any dressed beef or any other 
fresh meats unless the said dressed beef or fresh 
meats shall have been inspected alive within the 
limits of the State. | 

This a rs to be intended as a death 
blow to the Western dressed beef companies. 
The local committee of three appointed to 
prepare a paper against the beef monopolies 
submitted a lengthy report. They recom- 
mended the extension of the provisions of 
the local Live-Stock bill to all cities of the 
first-class in the United States. This law 
prohibits the sale of cattle for food which 
have not been killed subject to the inspeo- 
tion of the municipal sanitary authorities 
within whose jurisdiction the meat is re- 
tailed. The committee say that the adoption 
of a resolution to this effect by the National 
Assembly will place the matter on an entire- 
ly different footung. 

The committee styles the cattie pool of 
Chicago as The most infamous tyranny that 
ever existed in the United States. They 
have got their collar on the cattle producers 
of the enfire West, and the only remedy is to 
inspect hive stock and dre meats in all 
prominert. localities. The report 
on to say: “We think also that the 
first combination in the country is 
the pork and adulterated lard-pack- 
ers. They have no equal in the 
Standard-Oil trust, the sugar trust, the cop- 
per trust, or any other, trust. They have had 
a powertuf influence over our business for 
years. The prices of cattle to the producer 
have gone down 50 per cent, and the 
price to the consumers has increased, and 
every single doliar of the difference has 
gone intd the pocket of the combination.“ 

At this juncture the report was objected to 
as injurious to the cause of the assemDlLy. 
The Secretary was ordered to continue, and 
the report went ou in the same severe strain 
against the combination.“

GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Germany’s Decree in the Matter of Alsace- 
Lorraine and the French. 

STRASBURG, May 23.—The decree in relation 
to Frenchmen entering Alsace-Lorraine is 
published. it provides that all travelers en- 
tering Alsace-Lorraine from France, whether 
they are merely passing through those prov- 
inces or whether they propose to take up 
their residence therein, must present pass- 
purse revised by the German Ambassador at 

ris, and dated not more than one vear 
prior to the time of presentation. Documents 
merely certifying to the trade or occupation 
of persons desiring to enter the territory will 
not be sufficient. Foreigners without the 
proper passports wili be prevented from con- 
tinuing their journey, and will be conducted 
back across the frontier if necessary. Ger- 
mans arriving from France and inhabitants 
of French frontier districts going into 
Alsace-Lorraine on business are exempt from 
the provisions of this decree it they can sat- 
isfy the frontier police as to the truth of 
their claims.

two tramps, names unknown. The wounded 
are: 3 Norris, Benjamin McClellan, 
John H. Leyden, and John Snyder. Benja- 
min Norris is a colored roustabout. Every

AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


Efforts Toward a Keorganization of the 
Freight Bureau. 

The result of yesterday’s meeting of the man- 
agers ofthe Western and Northwestern roads 
verified the prediction made in Tas TRIBUNE 
that the proposed ugreement for the reorganiza- 


tion of the Western and Northwestern Freight 


Bureau would not be adopted unless those 
features which provide for the appoiht- 
ment of a Board of Control and the 
assessment of roads for the purpose of re- 
munerating lines for refraining from reducing 
rates to meet outside competition were elimi- 
nated. Several of the lines took he ground that 
the adoption of such an agreement would virtu- 
ally be creating a new pool, and be in 
violation of the Inter-State Commerce law. 
They were opposed to placing their 
business in the = of men who 
might use their power for or against any road. 
They declared that under no consideration would 
they euter into an agreement that did not leave 
the matter of regulating rates in the hands of 
the managements of the various roads. Upon 
the motion of President Stickney of the Chicago, 
St. Paul & Kansas City (Minnesota & North- 
western) the agreement was withdrawn and in- 
stead he submitted an agreement which con- 
tained none of the objectionable features. It 
provides that uniform rates shall be established 
and maintained by all the lines in the associa- 
tion, and that for the purpose ofinsuring the 
strict maintenance of uniform rates a certain 
amount of money is to be deposited by each road, 
out of which is to be taken the fines assessed 
against roads found guilty of violating the agree- 
ment. A Chairman is to be elected by the 
unanimous vote of all the roads in the associa- 
tion, and he is to investigate charges preferred 
against roads for violating rates. He is then to 
lay the matter before a general meeting of the 
association, which is to decide the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused, and if found guilty to im- 
pose the fine. It also provides that it it is found 
that any road in the association makes disorimi- 
nating rates in favor of certain parties or places 
in violation of the Inter-State Commerce law the 
association may institute proceedings against 
such road either before the Inter-State Commis- 
si0n or in the United States Courts. The agree- 
ment was referred toacommittee of five, con- 
stating of President Stickney of the Chicago, St. 
Paul & Kansas City, President Hughitt of the 
Chicago & Northwestern, General-Manager Stone 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, General- 
Manager St. John of the Rock Island, and As- 
sistant General-Manager Tucker of the Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul, to make such amendments as it 
may deem necessary, and to report to the gen- 
eral meeting at 2p. m. today. The committee 
met in the afternoon, and will meet again at 11 
this morning, 


Live-Stock Rates. 

The action of the managers of the Western 
and Northwestern roads in changing the system 
of charging rates on live stock from car-load to 
actual weight is not likely to end the present 
fight. Some of the Southwestern roads, as well 
as most of the lines west of the Missouri, will 
not consent to the change, They claim that the 
new arrangement was made in the interest of the 
roads using palace stock-cars. Not as many 
cattle can be loaded in a palace stock-car as in 
common cars of more than standard size, The 
result would be that by charging actual weight 
common cars would be crowded out of se 
as it would cost virtaally less to ship in 
proved than in common cars. It is 
that cattle shipped in the former 
lose as much weight in transporte 
as in common cars, and roads using them would 
receive greater remuneration than roads using 
the latter. The lines west of the Missouri River 
deliberately made the rate on live stock alike for 
all kinds of cars to offset the advantages of the 
roads east of the Missouri River using improved 
cérs, and they do not pose to give up the fight 
without a struggle. nless all roads east and 
west of the Missouri River adopt the 2 of 
charging at actual weight the action of the West- 
ern and Northwestern roads will amount to 
nothing.
